PEBnAwuR, Aug. 30.— It transpires 
that eeveral of the native officers at Fort 
Lundi Kotal showed the utmost loyalty 
and valor when that post was attacked. 
One of them, who received a bullet 
wound in his shoulder, continued de- 
spite his injury to fight and encourage 
bia men until the fort was captured. 
The Snbadar who conducted the defence 
of Fort Lundi Kotal was killed 
during the fighting. Among the 
attacking forces were two of 
hia Eons, while another son fought 
by his side. The subadar who com- 
manded the native company when the 
enemy entered the fqrt collected his 
men and gallantly cut his way through 
the ranks of the attackers. He lost sev- 
eral men, but reached the road to Jam- 
rud without the loss of a single rifle. It 
aj)pearB that only a small section of the 
Khyber Rifles stationed at Jamrud were 
disarmed. They were on guard the night 
when the news of the fall of Fort Lundi 
Kotal was received, and the officers 
fearing that some of them might desert 
with their rifles, disarmed them and 
placed other tribesmen ou guard. The 
other Khyber rifles are atill trusted. 

Tlie arreBta at Quetta on August LM of 
three Baluchistan Kurdalis is considered 
a rnoQt important step, as two of them, 
MehruUac and Yarmuhamed, were the 
instigators of recent raids in that 
(juarter. 



TRANSPORTATION COMPANIES. 

Another Line Will Run to Dawson City 
Diiect. 

Boston, Aug. 30. — A company, in which 
several Boston capitalists are interested, 
and of which H. D. Pingree, of .Melrose, 
has been chosen president, has just been 
formed to provide transportation from 
Seattle to Dawson City direct. The 
steamer Delaware, of the Clyde line, has 
been purchased, and is now being fitted 
up preparatory to starting from SeattI 
on March 15 next with a party of 150 
New England men bound for Klondyke. 
It is claimed the expedition will reach 
Dawson City at least fifteen days earlier 
than any other travellers, aa the steamer 
will make but one stop, at St. Michael's. 
Contracts have been awarded for another 
boat, and the company will operate a 
line between Seattle and Dawson Citv 
after the New England party has been 
cared for.

MURDER IN WASHINGTON, 

The Seventh Victim in One District Over 
Land Disputes. 

?roK.\Nn, Wash., Aug. 28.— News has 
been received that Peter Coutts, a 
rancher on the Similkameen, twelve 
miles north of here, has been killed. 
Coutts left his home on horseback about 
5 :30 this morning to go to the ranch of 
Joseph Linton, where he was working 
during the harvest. Shortly after he 
left hia house a shot was heard, together 
with screams for help. Mrs. Coutts and 
her son hurriedly dressed, and going in 
ttie direction of the. cries, found Coutts 
lying on the ground in the agonies of 
death. 

The rifle was fired from the cabin of 
the late George Stringham. On exam- 
ination, tlio cabin showed fresh foot- 
prints in tlie dust and an empty cart- 
ridge lying on top of one of the foot- 
prints. Footprints were aleo found 
under tlio window leading away from 
the cabin. It was evident that the 
asBaasin went to tlie cabin before dny- 
liglit and waited for hia victim. 

Coutta has been in constant difficulties 
with his iieighborR, mostly over land 
matters. In March, IS'Jij, he shot 
George Stringliam, killing him almost 
inatantly, Coults was tried for this 
crime, but was acquitted. The general 
impression at the time was that String- 
ham's death was a cold-blooded murder. 

Coutts has been a resident of Okana- 
gan about five years. Public sentiment 
is very strong over these numerous tra- 
gedies, the perpetrators being, as a rule, 
acquitted. This is the seventh victim 
sacrificed in land disputes la this 
vicinity during the last few years. 



CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Uncle Sam Will Take More Stringent 
Measures. 

Washington, July 30.— Secretary Gage 
and Attorney-General McKenn issued a 
joint circular to-day to collectors of cub 
tome officers and United States attorneys 
and marshals relative to the enforcement 
of the Chinese exclusion laws. In the 
circular Secretary Gage says: •' In order 
more eflfectively to prevent the irregula. 
admission of Chinese persons claiming 
to be of American birth through submis- 
sion of testimony believed to be fraudu- 
lent, it has been decided to allow such 
persons upon their admission at the port 
of first arrival, to proceed to their desti- 
nation, where they may be arrested and 
more vigorously prosecuted than appears 
to be at present practicable.

LUBTGEKT MURDER TRIAL. 

Tailing of Evidence Against the Sausage 
Maker Begins. 

CincAoo, Aug. 30. — Luetgert was calm 
and contented looking when brought in- 
to court to-day. District State Attorney 
McEwan formally opened the case for 
the state. On the wall, close to the jury 
box, were hung large maps of the Luet- 
gert sauaage factory, the Luetgert home 
and all the aurroundinga of the place, 
wliere it is charged the prisoner killed 
hia wife and then destroyed her body. 
When the afternoon aeesion began 
the first witness called was Died- 
dich Bicknere, brother of Mrs. Luetgert. 
Bicknoro said Luetgert told him he did 
not know what had become of hia wife. 
Luetgert said he tliougiit she had wan- 
dered away. Tlie witneaa said he had 
asked the prisoner what lie had done to 
find his wife and was informed that he 
had not told the police o her disappear- 
ance. Instead, he said he had paid two 
private detectives five dollars each and 
they would do more than the police 
would accomplish. Witness said Luet- 
gert told him he had not looked to see if 
his wife had taken any clothing with her 
except the dress she had on when he 
last saw her. He had not visited any 
place or made any inquiry. Bicknere 
told his Btory in a simple straightfor- 
ward way that made him an impressive 
witness.

Aaked whether the men employed are 
all Canadian citizens, the Vice-l^reaident 
replied : " Tlje terms of the contract 
made by us with ttie government in- 
clude that Btipulaiion,'' and the re])orter 
disjreotly changed the subject.

stances the United Statea companies de- 
rive from the transportation of gooda in 
bond through their territory," 

Aa to the Slocan and Ivootenay dis- 
tricts iMr. Shaughnessy is more than 
pleased with the fulfilment of the pre- 
dictions made by biin two years ago. 
Wlien tfie mineral wealth of these dis- 
tricts was yet in doubt, and the growth 
of the industry was looked upon as very 
problematical, there was no one who 
had more faitli in the country than Mr. 
Sluuiglmeasy and it is tliereiore partic- 
ularly gratifying to him to have his 
moat aanguine hopes realized. 

The new boat on the ICootenay Lake 
now being built will be ecjual in all re- 
apects to the beat of the company's 
vessels now jilying on the lakes and

From the city clerk of Vancouver 
came a communication acknowledging 
the receipt of the Darcey Island resolu- 
tion passed some time ago, and also en- 
closing a resolution paasetl by the Van- 
couver city council on the same lines.

The city solicitor reported that an 
order from Mr. Justice Drake had been 
received, confirming the aale of certain 
lota and parts of lota aold for taxes last 
December.

The caretaker of the isolation hospital 
wrote tendering his resignation and 
atating that he could not stand solitary 
confinement any longer.

II, M.S. Amphion, Captain Finnia in 
command, arrived at Esriuimalt yeater- 
day afternoon. On board there were two 
gentlemen whose reporta to their reapec- 
tivo governmentawill have an important 
bearing upon the pealing (iiiestlon, antl 
it was td bring these pasaengers down to 
Victoria that the Amphion made ao 
quick a trip. Leaving liero on 
July 29, the first call was at Oun- 
alaska, from which point the vea- 
ael went to the Pribylol! Islands 
and afterwards iiatroUed the Bohring sea, 
boarding several achoonera and returned 
to Ounalaaka, having picked up Profea- 
Bor Thoniaon, of Dundee, who spent 10 
daya on St. Paul Island, having been 
brought there by the Rainbow from 
Japan. Professor Macoun, of Ottawa, 
joined the veasel at Ounalaska, and the 
reporta of these gentlemen to their re- 
spective governments will contain much 
of interest to those interested in the 
sealing industry. 

Among the sealing fleet boarded by 
the Amphion no exceptionally large 
catche.i are reported, the Annie K. Paint 
with 1,058 akins being easily at the head 
of the liat. A totfil of 5,269 ekina, re- 
ported by fifteen achoonera up to the 
20th Auguat, will give a fair indication 
of the auccesa being met with, but the 
news which it was particularly deaired 
by the crewa aliould be conveyed to 
their friends is that of *'all well on 
board." A complete liat of those 
achoonera which were boarded by the 
Amphion and their total catches is ap- 
pended. 

Neither Professor Thomson nor Pro- 
fessor Macoun had anything to say for 
publication, the very essence of their re- 
spective miasiona being aecrecy and dis- 
patch.

He Gives Some of His Experiences 
Since He Left for the 
North. 



Among the Victorians who returned 
by tbe Islander, having had quite enough 
of tbe Klondyke trip, is Mr. G. A. 
Xniglit, o£ the Moiuit Tdlinie nursery. 
HeconieB homo, aaliu explaiiia it, "rattier 
than die in tlie mountains or -winter on 
the tiail." How hard his exporieuco 
has beea may be gathered from tlie ex:- 
tractB publiBhed below from his diarj — 
kindl/ placed at tbe dispoeal of tbe 

COLOMIST : 

Augusts — \A''e moved cam]) to-day to 
tlie river, whicli is about ii iiiilo from 
the landing. The rivt'r is too liiffli to 
KCt over. Just Iiad a Bmasli-up; the 
leather of tiie ])ack-8a<ldle broke becanee 
it was 80 rotten, Ttio puck turned over 
and the horse kicked and aniaslied it 
all to pieces and then rau away. One of 
tlie other fellown waa jiackini; with bini 
■when it occurred, near the new camp 
that I was clearing. I heard Bhoutiiig, 
BO looking around I saw my horee com- 
ing at full speed. I dashed out and 
grabbed him. Just had a feed of wild 
red currants that I found on a bnahnear 
the camp. If aayone cornea here, tell 
them to bring three tenta at the least, 
and put everything in tar saeks, well 
marked, There is a lot of staff lost and 
stolen. I am watching our etufi', and it 
should have three men at leaet in a 
party. They are ciiarping as high as 
40 cents per pound to piiek to the \a,ke, 
which is about forty miles, so it will cost 
a lot if one has no liorsea. 

August G. — Got over the river safely. 
We could only take one pack at a time, 
because a man hud to ride one horse and 
lead the j)ack horse. Weather lino antl 
warm. Ex -conductor Kirigaly's jiarty 
have just ]>ad an accident. They saved 
their horses but lost their packs in tbe 
river, and the horses nearly droppctl. I 
haye just been down to tbe village to get 
two Bboea on my horse, and had to pay 
$2. There rre quite a lot of women in 
camp, some of them with revolvers in 
their belts. I have juat crossed back 
over the river, which is very high, the 
horse washed down quite a distance and 
the water ranning over hia back witli 
me kam;iug on. 

August 7. — Moved camp three miles 
to tbe foot of tbe first hill. 

AupuBt S. — .Started to pack up the 
first liill. Tbe stccpnesa and jagged 
rocks are awful, (ind the horses suffer 
badly. I never saw such cruelty ; some 
of their legs are cut nil to pieces, and 
their backs are all sore. I saw dogs 
biting the blood oil' tbe apparels 
of a fiaek train when they were in camp, 
I saw six horses mired in the mud, all 
within tbe space of one hundred yards. 
Where the trail is not rocky it is all de- 
cayed Yegetation, which makes it very 
bad travelling. Got our stuff up about 
one mile. 

August 9. — Started to pack three 
miles over the Switchback to the Porcu- 
pine bridge. My liorse wtnt over a 
bluir and cut himself badly. I got him 

up and repacked hitn with one hundred 
pounds after leading him up to a levtl 
place. I had fifty pounds on my own 
back, 

August 10. — Still moving stufT to the 
bridge. 

August 11. — Got all to the bridge with- 
out any further accident. 

August 12. — Thiogs very unpleasant, 
BO pulled out on my own hooki After 
this I took no more notes, but made 
great nrogresa and in a few dayj I was 
in fifteen mileS) bat I had maoy diffioul- 
ties to contend with. My horse threw 
tvro more shoes and had to take him back 
fifteen miles to get them on. The horse 
feed also is another difficulty one has to 
contend with, every few days having to 
go back to get a fresh supply, and tbe 
farther one gets in the worse the ditli- 
culty. My horso cat up badly over an- 
other bluff and down in several mud 
holes. It aliuodt breaks iiiy heart to 
drive tbe poor brute. I am getting the 
BiMatica bad lying on the tiamp ground. 
Everything is damp here, it is hard to 
start a lire for cooking. It has been 
raining, Uno of tlio pack trains lost six 
horses and another two. I am ahead of 
all of them that came up on the Islander 
with tbe exception of Shaw's party. 
They are light and have two mules and 
one horse. Started to-day up tbe hill 
which is called the Summit hill. It ie a 
very bad one and the next to the Porcu- 
pine, it is three miles over, then one is 
back to the rive/ almost where they 
started from. Then Ibey have to go up 
the river about ball n mile to the ford. 
Hero |)ackers usually camp so that they 
c.ui cross in the inortiing wlieii the w:iler 
is low. Here it is tbe last pull up to tlie 
.'^unuiiit, about ono and a half miles, but 
this last pull is not a liad one— ateej) 
liut not rough. Then llie trail 
is fairly good to tbe lake which is abuut 
t wenty miles. Well I have been luii- 
niug ahead bo I will get back to tbe foot 
■of the summit bill. The trail w.^a in an 
awful condition. J bad only not u]) a 
short distance before my horse was over 
another blull and I thought that tie 
would get right down into the river. But 
he stopped on his feet. I pulled tlio pack 
oir and got him out, repacked him with 
one hundred pounds — madea new start 
—got up about a mile and over ho goes 
again. This time when I got him out 
ho flcemed nearly dead. I throw the 
liundred pounds of flour in the buah and 
my tools that I was packing, doterniined 
to nack bini no more. I came down the 
liiU and sold my outfit for ^OU. Tbe 
next day I started for the lake to get a 
job at float building aa I heard tbnt I 
could get iier day and board. I got 
about six miles over tbe summit when I 
saw the police and custom house ollicera 
and they said that tliey lind notliing to 
eat and had been waiting several days 
for tbe pack train. While I was there a 
pack train came along with Btuir belonging 
to a lady and gentleman from Tacoma. 
The police told them the plight that they 
vera in, BO the lady in bloomers with a 
walking stick said that they could have 
all of the provisions that they required, 
BO the cook was soon at work. After 
having our dinner I was just ofl" for the 
lake when throe Victorians arrived from 
the lake ; they told me that there was 
jilenty of work, but no grub, and that I 
would have to pack my grub ncd blank-

etB in. So that decided it. So I started 
bicksvifh them. When we got back to 
the summit wo saw the (luck train 
L-iiuiped. .Siioity " tfio boss " told us 
that we could not ford llie river to- 
night, and invited us to stay for the 
nigb.t with them, but some of the Vie- 
torinns wanted to move on, so we went 
down to tbe river. Two got over safely, 
but just after i; youiig man was swept 
down and nearly drowned before he 
could be got out. Well we two thought 
that it was hest to accept the invitation 
and go back and camp for the night. 
We did so, and slept on apparels, and 
were covered with bloody blankets. We 
slept fairly well. In the niorninc 
while breakfast was being prepared 
Shorty said that be had killed four 
horses the day before and had been four 
days out making only twenty miles, and 
all of bis stock was used up, several be- 
ing disabled, and that the police stuff 
wa3 dumped all along the trail. He 
also said that he would not take his 
liorses back on any condition, except a 
few of tlie best animals to pick up the 
strayed baggage and to get horse feed, 
lie also said that be would work on the 
lake end of the trail and that he !iad 
packed on all of the trails in Alat-ka and 
ISritisb Columbia and in other parts of 
tbe world, but never saw such a trail as 
this. AVe thauked them for their kind- 
ness and put for Skagway. On the way 
back we saw several Victorians. Speed 
and Stocken had the lead and had nearly 
all of their stufl" at the ford at the foot of 
the Summit. Jim Todd's party was 
next; they bad four or Uvo men help- 
ing them through who were to got their 
horses for their labor. Jim said he was 
sick of it, as well as many 
others that I e])oke to. I met 
several others, mostly on the Porcupine 
and Switchback. Ex-conductor Kings- 
ley's party was camped at the Porcupine 
bridge, also the firemen's party, about 
eight miles from Skagway. The ex-con- 
ductor had lost two horses and the fire- 
men one. I got to Skagway. I went 
packing for sffl per day, but could only 
stand it for three and a half days. .My 
sciatica got so bad that I could scarcely 
stand. I packed fifty ami sixty pounds, 
and used to go nine miles twice daily and 
back, making thirty-six miles. It is 
enough to kill a strong man over such a 
trail, leave alone one with a weak back. 
I used to pack past the conductors and 
firemen, and my last night on the trail I 
stayed witii tlie conductors. I spoke to 
spoke to several old experienced niiners 
and returned with one, ]\Ir. Taylor, and 
they said they never would have tackled 
it had they known wliat they would have 
to go through. The trail stinks with 
dead horses. Of course many have cruel 
masters, but all suffer more or less. 
Some times a horse disappears so sud- 
denly that it is never seen again 
till hundreds of feet below a 
mangled mass. There is going to be 
great BufTering and a large number will 
never get through. It was said that 
there wore over two tbouHimd head of 
animals on the trail before J left. Mr. 
,). Baker liad just bought eiiiht horses 
for 5^550 and made tbe first start after 
waiting there a mouth. He tuld nie 
that if nothing occurretl lie would be 
three weeks at the least yetting to the 
lake and they have their boat made 
ready for a start. I could write a great 
deal more, but I think this is already too 
long. Concluding 1 would say a word in 
praise of tbe way that the lahuuier ia 
managed, l-'.veiy one from Captain John 
to the lowest sailor did all that they 
could do for the passengers to make 
them comfortable and every one spoke 
in praise of tbe management of the 
ship."

TEE STREET LOAN. 

A majority of the taxpayers have de- 
cided that there eball be no street im- 
provement this year according to any 
Eyatsmatic plan. We regret the decia 
ion, but have no fault to find with the 
action of the majority. Two causes led 
to the result; one a fear of increased tax 
ation, the other a belief that the money 
would not be advantageously expended 
The former was the more eifective of the 
two. 

The result of the voting doea not in 
any way relieve the city council from the 
23sponsibility for atreet improvement. 
Wd have extremely bad atreeta. We 
have abominable sidewalks. As a gen- 
eral system of improvement is out of 
the question, every available dollar 
should be spent in repairs. The loose 
Btonea should be raked ofT; the ateam 
roller should be kept busy. The nails in 
the sidewalks should be driven in. 



TETE OPPOSITION'S TACTICS. 

Oar friends, the opposition news 
papers, have been having a real lovely 
time for a week or ten days. They have 
been having heaps of fun with the Col- 
ON'isr. It would surprise you to know 
how many fanny and severe things they 
have said at the expense of this humble 
organ of public opinion. They have 
actually manaced to make themselves 
intereatinc. Wo think it time now to 
make this acknowledgment of their ex 
ceeding cleverness, and to express the 
hope that they will koep up their sport. 
If they will take our advice they " will 
fight it out on that line if it takes all 
summer." What the ])eople of British 
Columbia are aching for is an exposure 
of the real character of the Colonist. 
If thia could be done real thoroughly, 
we have no doubt that the voters would 
rise en masse next summer and do some- 
thing. Perhaps that something might 
not be wholly to the liking of our opposi- 
tion friends; but n'imporle—wei cannot 
all have what we would like in this 
world, and the coneciousneaa of having 
soundly berated the Coi.oni.st, the pres- 
tige of even a one-aided conteat with this 
paper are worthy of the tax upon their 
ingenuity, which their labor calls for. 
They must excuse us if we do not give 
them as much attention as their excited 
condition might appear at lirat sight to 
iei|uirs ; but really tliere are some things, 
which for the present appear to be of 
more importance, and while these en- 
gage our attention our friends can play 
high jinks with the Colonist to their 
heart's content. 

Will we be excused for reminding 
tlieiu tliat they have yet to score a sin- 
l^le point against the government? The 
Coi.o.N isr is no part of the governmental 
machinery of the province, and though it 
were all the fancy of its opposition 
friends paints it, that would be no reason 
for augeesting that the busineas of tlic 
province is being badly cared for, and, 
after all lias said and done, that is 
really the only point about which tiio 
voters care a straw. The assault on the 
Colonist is a confession by these people 
that they have nothing to say against 
tiie government. But we will be a little 
more specilic. 

The Hon. Col. Baker is a miniater, 
against whom the oppoaition press is 
never tired of railing. There may be 
uncomplimentary adjectives, which are 
not actionable, that the opposition press 
has not applied to Col. Ba|ter, bat we do 
not recall any. Ool. Baker is provincial 
eecretary, minister of mines and minis- 
ter of education. In thia ])rovinco the 
work of provincial secretary doea not 
bring bini very closely in contact with 
the public; but the department of mines 
and education have to do with every 
person In the province. We believe it 
conceded that the department of mines 
has been managed in a manner that has 
given universal satisfaction. We know 
that its adminiatratiou haa elicited the 
highest praise from persons outside of 
too ])rovince, who Mva had buBinesa In 
cjnuection with bur Amines. We know 



that the opposition press haa yet to say 
the first word against the administration 
of the department. We know that the 
first word of uncomplimentary criticism 
has yet to be apoiEen in the legislature. 
We think it altogether likely that there 
may have been errors of judgment in dis- 
charging the manifold reaponaibilitiea 
with which this department has to deal, 
but the fact that nothing has occurred 
to call forth an expression of dissatis- 
faction in the public pteSB or on the 
floors of the legislature shows how suc- 
cessful Ool. Baker has been in this 
highly important and, for the most part, 
untried field. It is very true that he has 
had good men associated with bim, and 
that very much of the credit for the ex- 
cellent administration of that depart- 
ment belongs to them ; but this does not 
detract in the least from the credit due 
to the Minister, but indeed adds to it, for 
it shows that he not only knew how to 
frame a good policy in regard to mines 
but how to choose the right men to carry 
it out. 

In regard to the Department of Edu- 
cation, there have undoubtedly been 
some complaints. The province is grow- 
ing rapidly in population and the de- 
mand for new schools and school liouaes 
is constant. It takes time to consider all 
these demands ; it takes money to meet 
thorn ; hut they are being met and con- 
sidered as rapidly as possible. Ko one 
regrets more than the Minister that he 
is unable to comply at once with every 
claim made for educational facilities, for 
no one appreciates more highly the iin 
mense importance of a good syatt'iii of 
common achoola than he. Col. Baker ia 
a zealous champion of education, and 
has always shown himself willing to do 
everything that a miniater of the crown 
can do to promote its cause in liritish 
Columbia. But there are limitations to 
the amount of money available; there 
are limitations to tlie amouut of work 
a minister can do in a given time; no 
man's judgment is infallible. There- 
fore it may well happen that 
the people in certain localities think 
they have not received full justice or 
have grown a little impatient. At the 
same time every case ia being consider- 
ed on its merits, and those which aeem 
to the department to be the most press- 
ing are being disposed of first. The 
work of administering the department 
of education in this province is onerous, 
but Col. Baker, with the assistance of 
his excellent departmental atad", haa 
been able to handle it so well that the 
first word of adverse criticism has yet to 
be heard in the legislature. With all 
their innumerable resolutions the oppo- 
aition have not ventured to advance one 
reflecting npon the educational depart- 
ment. 

We have instanced the caee of Col. 
Baker, because he is the minister who 
has come in for the most frequent as- 
sault from the oppoaition press. A part 
and parcel of the opposition programme 
is an attack upon him, He is the target 
lor all their invective. He ia held up as 
a man whose very presence in the gov- 
ernment is a reason why that govern- 
ment should be defeated, and yet neither 
as Provincial Secretary nor as Miniater 
of Mines, nor yet as Minister of Educa- 
tion have they found a single word to say 
against him. We are asked to discuss 
the record of the government. Thia is 
the record of one of the ministers who 
presides over three departments. We 
assert that he has discharged his mani- 
fold duties honorably and well. We 
tell his slanderers that the records of 
those departments are open as the day, 
ind that they will search them in vain 
for a scandal, for a case of wilful 
neglect, or for an error in judgment of 
suflicient gravity to form the subject of 
discuBaion in the legislature, Col. 
Baker's mistake, in a ])olitical aenee, is 
that he keeps too closely to his work. 
He might move around more among the 
people, and thus make more political 
capital for himself. It is because he 
does not play to the galleries that the 
gallery gods of British Columbia politics 
howl at him. He can alTord to despise 
their ill-will, for he knows that if he were 
to retire from public life to-morrow be 
would leave a record without a scandal, 
and one against which no single specific 
ciiarge of maladministration had ever 
boon made. 

Our oj)i)()aitioii friends liaving yelled 
tbeiiiBelvea hoarso at Col. liuker, have 
pitclied their voices in a different key, 
and are now giving the Colonist the 
most of their attention, as we have said 
above. Wo might say of them as a 
Britisli statesman once said of his 
malicioua critics : "Cease, vipers, you 
nte againat a file!" But really it is 
neceaaary to have a little fun to keep us 
from getting too serious in these intenae 
times, and Bo we hope they will con- 
tinue their labor of love. 



across the narrow neck of land which ia 
in diapute at the head of Lynn Canal 
unless Canada agrees to admit American 
goods into the Yukon duty free. Vic- 
toria does not want to see the passes 
closed, as they assuredly would be if any 
such nonsense, aaia suggested in Seattle, 
ia attempted. All the available routea 
into the Yukon will be none too many 
for the people who will want to go in 
next year; but we may tell our Seattle 
friends that if they succeed in their pres- 
ent agitation, they will only regret it 
once and that ia all the time after they 
succeed. As sure as they are able to 
withdraw the permission for Canadian 
goods to go over the passes in bond, 
just BO sure ia it that the Cana- 
dian government will not permit one 
pound of goods to pass Lake Tagiah , and 
will force the whole traffic to make 
choice between the St. Michael's and 
the Stickeen routes. If our neighbors 
were not blinded by their own folly they 
would see how impotent tliey are in this 
matter. They have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by being civil. 
They have nothing to gain and every- 
thing to lose by making hogs of them- 
Helves. We confees to the greatest sur- 
priao that two paper?, like the Seattle 
Times and Post-Iutelligencer, cannot see 
that the ellbrts they are making to hurt 
the trade of Victoria will , if they suc- 
ceed, do Victoria an immense amount of 
good and practically close the Yukon to 
Seattle trade. 

The Stickeen route is perfectly feasi 
ble, and it will be the great route of 
travel next year. Nevertheless, of the 
thousands who seek the Golden Yukon, 
many will select the routes over the 
passes. We suppose a large number of 
tliose who come from Seattle will go that 
way. These people will need a custom 
house at I.,ake Tagish where they can 
enter their goods, but there will be no 
custom houBC there another year, if the 
proposed hoggish policy at Dyea pre- 
vails. If our neighbora would display 
their usual good sense, tbey would au 
cept the inevitable, and no more claim 
the right to take gooda duty free into 
the Yukon than they do into Kootenay, 
or than Canadians do to take goods duty 
free into Montana. 



because, in the first place, that would 
give those Americana, who are so furious 
at Canada, a chance to mine in their 
own beloved country, and secondly, it 
would emphasize the fact that no alien 
can dig gold in the territory of the 
United States and lead to the prompt 
reservation of the Canadian gold fields 
for British subjects. 



Word has been received that the 
United States custom houae officer is 
collecting $30 duties on Canadian horses 
landed at Skagway to be used in pack 
ing. Admitting the jurisdiction of the 
United States at this point, the collector 
probably has a color of right on his side, 
just as the Canadian officers would have 
a perfectly legal right to collect duty on 
horses from the United States as soon as 
they cross the boundary. This matter 
will form the subject of representations 
to Washington, and in the meantime, 
though it would seem to be the natural 
thing for the Canailian custom house 
officers to rotalis.te, we hope they will 
permit humanitarian considerations to 
prevail and allow American citizens the 
privilege of using their own horses to 
pack goods into Canadian territory. It 
is important that no unnecessary ob- 
stacles should be put in the way of the 
people who are struggling across the 
passes. We tbink the United States 
treasury may be trusted to do what is 
right in the premises, which would be to 
refund the duties collected on the Can- 
adian horses.

Captain Moore, the Veteran Discov- 
erer of White Horse Konte 
Home Again.

Bearing " the IClondyke, which, by 
tbe way, is pronounced with the accent 
on the o, not the n, is the latest occupa- 
tion of those who have just returned 
from that magic stream. The most re- 
cent to arrive of these, and as active in 
the bear movement as any, is J, A. 
Peterson, the Juneau trader who left 
Dawson on the 2t)th of July, and arrived 
here by the Islander on Sunday. He 
was in Dawson just after the river 
steamer T, B, Weare left for St. Michaels 
with her cargo of gold and gold winners 
that did not connect with tbe just-ar 
rived Portland, but may now be looked 
for when the Bristol returns Irom the 
mouth of the river. 

Asked as to who are on the river boat 
and what fortune they have hud, Peter- 
son promptly avails himself of a little 
evasion. 

How can I tell," he says, "The 
Weare got away while I was ou the 
creeks." 

Then he adds, somewhat savairely : 
" What difierenco does it make to 
anyone how much they've got? They've 
worked hard enough for it, heaven 
knows, and its no reason why everyone 
should be rushing off to the mines to 
suiter more misery even in getting there 
than they ever dreamed of — and per- 
hai)s starve to death at the end of it. 

"I'll tell you the hard, cold facts 
about it. There are not more than 125 
paying claims in the whole Yukon plac- 
er mining country — 45 above discovery 
on Bonanza creek, 40 below, and 40 on 
the El Dorado, There hasn't been an 
ounce taken out of Dominion or Hunker, 
for all the talk, and as for Henderson's 
creek — or the Stewart river discoveries 
that BO much talk has been made over — 
colors only have been the rule there. 
The miners would like to see that -17 or 
77 or 97 lump of gold they're said to have 
taken out. I believe the bar diggings 
there are as good as any in the world, 
but there simply are none of the bed- 
rock workings that have been told about. 

" If you want to know the truth about 
that Yukon country here it is — upwards 
of 3,000 men have been there for two or 
more years, and of these not more than 
150, at the most, have made if 10,000 
each as the price of their hardship and 
their suffering. What if some of these 
old veta have run up well into the thou- 
sands V The average of luck certainly 
doean't justify any rush that way. 

" There are only the two creeks that 
have yet shown themselves valuable j)ro- 
ducers, and the claims on these are all 
pretty well monopolized by a dozen or so 
of lucky ones, who have kept buying 
claims until they practically own' the 
whole works. I had friends in that 
country, and I went in last spring to see 
for myself how things are. I've seen all 
I want to." 

" And if the Puget Sound newspaper 
men," interjected Captain Ames at this 
stage of the conversation, "could see 
those hundreds of poor devils struggling 
up the mountaina with their packs on 
their backs and their eyes sticking out 
of their heads, they'd agree with every- 
body who has l)een there that it's time 
to call a halt — shut richt down on this 
Klondyke craze — make the people stay 
at home. Why if they caught a P. -I. 
man up there just now they'd lynch 
him on the nearest tree. And they 
ought to, too." 

" There's far more money been spent 
already in getting people on the road," 
observed Peterson Hententiously, " than 
will ever be taken out of all the creeks 
in that country." 

The force of Mr, Peterson's logic ia 
somewhat lessened when it is learned 
that ho is not intending to take his own 
advice, but counts U|)on going North 
again in the spring. And although not 
a miner himself, he brought down with 
him a very tidy little bag of gold, while 
he leaves interests in several promising 
claims behind him. 

Captain Lee, who represented the 
Ix)ndon Chronicle on the round trip of 
the Islander, will inform the world 
through hia paper that it is useless to 
think of goinc into the upper Yukon 
ountry now, and not such a promising 
venture at best. Captain Ames, who 
formerly commanded the Rosalie; A. 
R. Jolmston, of Nan.iimo; and J. O. 
Byrne, of this city, endcrje everything 
ttiat ho can say of the difficulties of the 
route in by way of Skagway, while they 
are a unit in the opinion that the Klon- 
dyke has been greatly over-boomed and 
many pilgrims will BuSer sadly in conso- 
(luence.

ber of green men and the even greater 
number of green horses. Both men and 
animals have to learn the trade of pack- 
ing, and this naturally takes time. A 
good number will undoubtedly get 
through this fall but a greater number 
will not. 

The trail itself is in rather bad condi- 
tion, owing to the character of the 
ground. With a bad rock foundation, 
and a little rotten vegetation on the top 
of this, the recent rains have made the 
road anything but good. Mud holes 
abound, and each one means delay and 
difllculty to the advancing JClondkkers, 
Captain Moore's party during the 
present season built no fewer than sixty 
seven bridges and inclines on the road 
between Skagway and the eunmiit, the 
longest bridge being (>8 feet in loncth 
Considerable work has been doneon this 
trail. 

The company oUereii to continue the 
repairing of the road if the miners would 
hold a meeting and prouiise reimburse 
ment at some future date — by petition' 
ing the United States government to 
authorize toll charges. This, for some 
reason or other, they did not do, but the 
road was pushed through anyway, and 
the miners have since been making con 
slant use ol it, although paying no tolls 
for the privilege. 

The company's object in pushing it 
through was chiefly to enable them to 
get in their railway building materials 
at once, it having beeu decided to com- 
mence the construction of the railroad 
mmediately from Skagway to the lakea, 
the intention being to tap the head 
waters of the navigable Hootalinqu 
river, and thus shorten by 65 miles the 
and journey. 

It is Captain Moore's son, Bernard 
Moore, who has been christened the 
King of Skagway, he having resided 
there for years past, and owning the 
land which the tented city haa risen 
upon. Speculators have been dealing 
(juite freely in hia property during re- 
ci nt weeks, but he has every confidence 
that the government will protect his 
title and interests. Here is what he 
says of the caaie in a memorandum 
which his father brought down :

" On arriving at Skagway the steamer 
was surrounded by a flotilla of small 
boats all anxious for a cargo of provi- 
sions for the shore, chariring any fare 
from 25 cents up. The residents of 
Skagway have in fact learned most 
readily to carry out the scriptural in 
struction illustrated in the sentence, " ; 
was ft stranger and they took me in.' 
Xor are they much to be blamed, as 
iicarlyevery arrival seems to be attacked 
with an acute paroxysm of Klondycitia, 
an infallible aecom paniment of which ia 
temporary abandonment of all business 
princi pies. 

The Bristol landed her horses and 
cargo in excellent condition, and in fact 
which is noteworthy and very greatly 
to their credit— all the Victoria steamers 
have been particularly free of complaints 
against them under this head. 'The 
Sound steamers, on the other liand, are 
accused of everything bad in this 



' I landed on the shore at Skagwa_ 
10 a.m., and the very first person I inet 
was T. R. E. Mclnnea, of Her Majesty's 
OuBtoms, He piloted me through a 
labyrinth of tents to the customs head- 
quarters, a veritable manaion for this 
place. There I met smiling Captain 
Ivant, whose first inquiry was for a 
CoLo.MHT. Fortunately I was able to 
supply his need, and .hen having had 
dinner with the customs officers I start- 
ed to take in the town and see as much 
as possible of the trail before the Islander 
returned to Victoria. 

"Kkagway is situated at the end of a 
small bay of the same name, and is 
built on low lying ground between four 
lolty mountain ranges. The population 
at present is fully 3,000 people, camped 
between the beach and the summit. 

" During my walk up the trail, a dis- 
tance of eight miles from salt water, I 
met several Victoria and Union boys. 
First there was M. ,) . Conlin, II. F. \V. 
Behnaen, Hugh Petticrow and their 
party — all happy and expectant, and 
making as good progress as possible. 
Dr. Kiehardson and his companions are 
also well advanced, and Louis Casey, 
with his usual energy, ia forcing his 
jarly right through. In fact all the 
Hrilieli Uulumbia men seem to have the 
necuegary push and rustle to surmount 
any obstacles and get through. And 
Baying this I mean all conceivable oppo- 
Bition and hardship one can possibly 
meet with, 

" Packing at present costs from 35 to 
10 cents a pound, and it is impossible to 
Qnd adequate means of ' transportation, 
even at these flgures. Horses varv in 
prices from $100 to $250 a head, but 1 
would strongly advise no one to buy 
horses for speculation this fall, aa witliin 
the next three weeks the great demand 
for them wiU cease' aa peoj)lo will see it 
'mcooaiijio to got through in open 



Btant. During the pleaaant trip ul 
handa hud formed a happy family, and 
the greatest attention was shown to one 
and all by the ofiicera of the ship, of 
whom Captain Mclntyre, Captain Yates 
and Chief .Steward J. Close are especial- 
ly to bo thanked, "Pat" Deasy, a 
brother of the Victoria fire chief, wasthe 
leading spirit in the shipboard amuse- 
ments ; and William Dalby, wfao bad 64 
pack horses on board, was chosen chair- 
man of the discharging committee.

" I wish to most emphatically impress 
it upon all British Columbians that from 
now on until March it ia worse than folly 
—it ia utter madness to attempt to reach 
DawBon City or the interior by this 
route. The only pOBsible winter route ii 
by Dftlton'a trail (Ohileat pass) entailing 
an expense for a year'B supplies of at least 
$1,000, Not ten per cent, of the people 
at present here will succeed in gettmg 
through this fall, and the inevitable re- 
sult will bo a winter's dreary experience 
in the inhospitable White pass, 

" I have met numerous parties here 
oll'ering to sacrifice their supplies and 
stock for a very little to obtain money 
for a passage liome, while many othe: 3 
are leaving their all here and going to 
Juneau to winter, their intention being 
to attempt it again in the spring, 
Eepecially would I caution everyone 
againpt attempting to take their wives or 
families with ihein by this route. We 
had some on the Bristol in this situa- 
tion, and failure ia tbeir certain goal. 

" Daring the jonrney on the boat I 
conversed with several who had out- 
fitted in Seattle and other American 
towns, and all expressed their surprise 
at the cheapness of supplies of all sorts 
in Victoria. They had no hesitation in 
saying that the outfitting house in the

' " A NOTE OP WABNING. ' 

Continilfd J runt pngc I'irc. 

Poget Sound cities attempted* to mia- 
lead intending Klondykere, advlBinj,' 
tbem to load up witli a groat deal of un- 
necesaiiry impedimenta. And let Vic- 
toria mcrohanta remember that suuli 
proceedinga invariably kill the gooao 
that lays the Rolden ep;g, 

" I was fortunate enough to meet two 
men here who ure just out froiu Dawson 
— JMcKay of Seattle and hia friend. Tliey 
bring $20,000 apiece and are only going 
to Juneau for Huppllea. Thia ia an em- 
phatic proof of the acarcity of proviaiona 
atDawaon at the time they left, on July 
8. They reDOrt no new strikea in the 
vicinity of tlie Klondyke, bat state that 
labor is in great demand at tiom $12 to 
?20 a day. 

" Real estate speculation ia just now 
running wild in Skagway. Lots of peo- 
ple are staying here and squatting on 
town lota in the hope of a boom in tlio 
eprinfj. Of caurae this only appliea to 
American citizena and there is no doubt 
but that their expectations will be fully 
leali'/ed. 

"The British Yukon Company are 
workiuL' all the men they can poaaibly 
employ on tlieir various woikd here. 
The aawmill will be running full blaat 
by Sept. 1 and with a steady demand for 
timber at .^25 per M rough. This ])art 
of their undertaking will help to repay 
them for the large amounts they are ex- 
pending on their other works — wharves, 
Bcows, houaes, trail, etc. They are pay- 
ing their men from $4 to ^6 a day with 
board, but very soon there will be a 
great deal uf brokeu time on account of 
the inclement weather. 

" Before I left Victoria I read a state- 
ment in the papers that men were earn- 
ing $5 to $10 a day working on the trail. 
This is radically wrong. Not a. man has 
been paid a cent for liia work, and in 
fact but very little work baa been put on 
the road and only a few places corduroy- 
ing has been attumpted, And here only 
the stringers are down. 

" Dyea has about one-third the popu- 
lation of .Skagway and ia the key to the 
pass taken by everyone with light packa. 
5t is a steady climb from the head of 
canoe navigation to the summit, but the 
last two niilea are totally impracticable 
for pack trains. The general opinion 
regarding White Paas trail is entirely 
wrong. One ia led to believe that tlie 
total ascent is 2,o00 feet and a gradual 
grade for 15 miles. But from pereonal 
experience, I can say I reached an alti- 
tude of 2,000 within eight miles of salt 
water, and then found that I was only 
on a log back. The trail passes over 
three mgh ridges and descends again, so 
that practically one climbs fully 8,000 
feet before he reaches the last summit of 
the aeries. 

" Anyone who knows tlie mountain on 
Saanich Arm can picture the White 
Tass road by crossing from the summita 
on eittier side of the Arm three times. 
It ia safe to say that fully oOO poojjlo 
would leave here to-morrow for Wrangol 
and take the Teslin lake roiit« if only 
means of transport oli'ered. In time, 1 
am contident, the road by way of Tele- 
graph Creek and Teslin lake will be tiio 
only overland route travelled to the gold 
fields of tlie Canadian iJorthwest Terri- 
tories. 

"The lalander is discharging her 
freight very rapidly, and I hear the 
greatest regards expressed for Captain 
Irving in this respect da much as for hia 
kind attention to his pasaengera. From 
my own experience I can congratulate 
intending passengers on the Bristol to 
St. Michael's, and promise tbem that 
they will all carry pleasant memories of 
their trip." 

A SAMARITAN IN BLOOJtEIlS. 

Canadian Ofricers Have a Close View of 
the Prospect of Starvation. 

Had it not been for the fortunate 
chance that took one Tacoma woman to 
the Klondyke gold fields the Dominion 
government would in all probability be 
mourning to-day the lose of twenty 
faithful servants. For John Godson, 
the British sub-collector of customs at 
Tagiah lake, and the Northwest Mounted 
Police who accompanied him, havecome 
as close to starvation as it ia possible for 
men to come and live. 

They went in by way of Skagway a 
month or so ago, and being in haste to 
reach their post of duty, started light 
over tlie newly reopened trail , trusting 
for their supplies to the pack train that 
was to follow them tlireo days later. 
Unluckily for them tlie trail was deluged 
by rains a day after they had completed 
the most diflicult jiart of the journey, 
and when George Knight, of Victoria, 
fell in with the party on August Jo, at a 
point six miles beyond the last summit, 
they had been four days without food 
and were altogether in a most pitiable 
pliL'ht. 

Their hands and bodies were raw and 
bleeding from contact with the steep and 
jagged rocks ; their clothing was in tat- 
ters ; their health had been jeopardized 
by the intoleraljle stencli arising from 
the (lead horses and abandoned suppliea 
along the trail, and they were in every 
rcspuct at the end of their reaourcea. 

The (joining of Mr. Knight gavi; them 
fresh courage, and a little liitLT their 
good Samaritan arrived — in bloomera. 
8he was a Tacoma woman, who with her 
luiaband had attaitked the hazardoua 
journey with rare pluck and detenu ina- 
lion. Her costume, while it was that of 
all the women whom Skagway has yet 
seen, would have attracted attention in 
any city — being moat rational dress, with 
the accompaniment of a belt from which 
two pearl mounted revolvers peeped 
threateningly. 

Despite her martial garb, the unfortu- 
nate police and customs men quickly 
discovered that she had a woman's 
heart, for she had no sooner discovered 
their position than she was at work 
cooking, and when the two parties passed 
on together the governmentmen had the 
aeaurance that they should not go hun- 
gry again. 

The letters which Collec;tor Milne re- 
ceived yesterday from Deputy Collectora 
Godson and Mclnnea give the good news 
that the party reached Tagiah lake with- 
out further iniandventuie, and ure now 
regularly installed and performing the 
duties that took them into the northern 
■wihlerneas. 

These oflicial letters confirm the re- 
port brnuglit down by the Jalandor's 
jiaaaengera that the American oflicera 
have been charging a duty of ifao per 
head on all Canadian horsea passing 
through thelr territory, although it has 
now been arranged . that these horses 
may go through iii'bbhd on the under- 
taking being given that they shall not 
!)e fold or hired or made to carry more 
ttian the owners'-iiersonal goods while 
pidsing through the atrip over which 



the stars and stripes fly. This ia a great 
aet-back to those who went from here to 
apeculate in tranaportation with horses, 
and ellbrta will be made at once to 
secure some arrangement by which the 
restrictions may be removed. OoUector 
Milne has already wired ^to Ottawa to 
see what can be done. 

Mr. Mclnnes in hia latest letters, pro- 
nounces the White Pass route the great 
highway to the upper Yukon, and the 
moat feasible route for a railway. Were 
a road, either narrow or standard guago, 
to be built at once it is hia opinion that 
it would pay for itself within two years. 



EETURNINCr STEAMSHIPS. 

Three Make Port Since Saturday— A New 
York Newspaper Man's Experience. 

Much excitement was created on Sun- 
day and yesterday through the return of 
three of the steamahipa which carried 
north to Uyea and Skagway heavy loads 
of miners, miners' outfits and miners' 
aupplies. The ships, which were the 
Bristol, Islander and City of Kingston, 
had been looked for aince Friday — in 
fact long before they were really due. 
The came in the order of the Bristol, 
arriving at 5 a.m., yesterday morning, 
the Islander, at 11 a.m., on" Sunday, and 
the City of Kingston an hour or so later. 
All brought practically the same hews, 
which ia in part told elsewhere. The 
Islander had called at Ifortliern British 
Columbia porta and filled up with 
ealinon cargo, bringing down in all 7,0U0 
cases of the dainty canned hah from the 
Skeeua, Rivera Inlet .and Lowe 
Inlet. The Bristol enjoyed pro- 
bably the moat exciting trip ol 
any of the trio of arrivals. 
Difficulties were encountered unloading 
at Skagway, but none were iiiaurmount- 
able and the worst came in the dealing 
witii a few American " hot heads," wlio 
were heard from long before leaving 
here. Dissatisfleil with the manner in 
which their outfits wore landed a few 
threatened hard things against Capt. 
Mclntyre and one went so far as to give 
him a ahaking. But Capt; Mclntyre re- 
garded all things philosophically and 
calmly gave his abuser to understand 
that he was on a British vessel, and that 
any offence he committed would be 
punishable by British law. The argu- 
ment tliongli aimple, was boautifally ef- 
fective and no more truuljlo in thia way 
was experienced. The only aerioua mis- 
hap came in a iiassenger, wiiose name 
could not be ascertained, yesterday fall- 
ing into the Ijold of the ship and break- 
ing his arm besides injuring hia chest 
internally. He waa immediately taken 
in hanil by comradea and well looked 
after. 

Mr. A. E. Englehardt, who made the 
round trip on the Bristol, eays the ship 
arrived at Dyea on August 20, and live 
hours afterwards the Islander dropped 
anchor in the same bay to be joined a 
little later by the Kingston, Elder, Uto- 
|)ia and Coquitlam. He went up to the 
Pass and found many miners taming 
back. At Skagway, he says, a town ia 
being built apparently uneonseious of 
the inhahitanta. It was the liveliest 
place he had seen in many a day. All 
kinds of gambling is in progress and 
money "flies." The American customs 
ofhceraare adopting a measure in tlie 
the imposing of ^30 duty on all Canadian 
horaea used for packing purposes in the 
so-called American territory that is go- 
ing to make things unpleasant for a 
time. They threaten that all Canadian 
goods will have to go through their ter- 
ritory in charge of an inB])ector 
whose wages will be a day, and 
that these goods cannot he broken 
in bulk. It ia Mr. Englcliardt'a 
advice, however, in thia connection 
not as a means for the accommodation 
of American offjcera, but for the con- 
venience of handling on and off the ship 
that packages should all be enclosed in 
large cases. Capt. Meyers, of the steam- 
ship Danube, Mr. Englehardt reports, is 
threatened with a warm reception when 
he reaches Dyea, but that he will over- 
come all dire forebodings and come oil' 
with his head erect on his shouldera no 
one knowing the captain would ever 
question. 

On her return trip the Bristol paaaed 
the Danube on Aucuat 26, the Capilano 
on August 28, the Starr on August 'I'J, 
and the Willamette and City of Topeka 
on Sunday night. The ship made a 
very fast homeward run. Before leav- 
ing Dyea, Scovel, the New York World 
man, had set out for Juneau to make a 
record for his paper. He declared that 
lie had ;}50,000 to buy powder with, with 
which he intended enlarging the White 
Paas and making it passable for any 
number wishing to cross it. 



they return to Skagway and sacrifice 
him for what the originalaoller will give. 
At laet accounts he 'had changed' bands 
upwards of thirty times and >waB Btiir a 
profit maker. 

Deaay reports fine weather and a con- 
sequently improved trail. In open places 
horsea with wagons are still making from 
.■fuO to .$150 a day. 

M.J. Conlin, in a letter to hia wife, 
aaya that hia party ia now over the worst 
part of the trail, and the Speed partv ia 
close behind Shaw'a contingent— the "lat- 
ter having made the lake safel^ and well. 
Behnaen, on Jack Byrne deciding to turn 
back, waa promoted to the ofBce of cook, 
in which he gives entire satisfaction. 

" The work," eays Conlin, " ig hard— - 
but no harder than some men have to 
do even on the Coaat. Each man packa 
50 Iba. and drives a horse carrying 150 
lbs. more, wading knee deep in mud. 
Ten miles under these conditions ia con- 
sidered a good day'a journey. The trail 
is pretty rough and there is an average 
of throe borata killed a djy. It is a 
trail of blood, for the poor animala are 
continually falling over bluli'a, getting 
j.immcd between rocks, and breaking 
their legs or backs, eo that they have to 
be shot and left lying on the trail. In a 
few days the trail will be well-nigh im- 
passable on account of the stench that 
must arise from their decomposing 
bodies." 

Personally Conlin finds the hard life 
agreeing with him, A plaintive note is 
sounded, however, in one paragraph of 

his letter, in whiclihe says: 

" If I only had some horseshoe nails 
and ahofs I could easily make iflOOa day. 
Men are paying ten cents a nail and they 
are hard to get at that price. I have 
aome, and every man 1 put a shoe on for 
haa to take a pack for us— rather a high 
price to pay for a shoe when the cost of 
packing is fourteen cents a pound,"

Those Wbo Returned by the Islander Tell

tale of woe freighting each returning 
steamer from Skagway, is the story K. 
Shaw tells in a letter to his father in 
this city. lie and bis partners, Daley 
and McNeill, had no difficulty in getting 
all their supplies through to the lakes, 
and in buying a good boat there for $80 
in which to make the river journey. 
Tlieii i\\;pectation was that Dawson 
would lju reached by Seiiternher !) at 
lateat. 

Having cot tlirouL;h with the horsea, 
Shaw returned with them to Skagway 
where lie sold them for f'JfjO, Aa hu had 
nothing to take up with him ho e.'ipected 
to rejoin hib eompaiiions at the lakes 
within IS hours from the lime his letter 
waa mailed. Shaw reported jiassing one 
minor on his way out with !l;22,000 in 
gold, and says that his party haa the 
distinction of being the flrat to reach the 
lakes with outfits intact. 

Another letter is from W.J. (" Pat ") 
Deasy, and gives interesting particulars 
of the varying luck and ill-luck of the 
Klondye-bouud Victorians. Kendall 
had bud one day's employment at $-15, 
shoeing horses ; Bush looks gray as a 
man of sixty; Petticrew is thin; and 
their party as a whole have thrown 
away half a ton of groceries to lighten 
their loads. 

Ben l laigh haa been a victim to the 
horne thief, that is the curee of Skag- 
way. Ho sent his atock up on the 
liosalie, and himself followed by tlio 
next boat. He then diacovered that 
aome pirate had altered hia marks and 
marched his horaea oil'. It is not likely 
that ho will ever see them again. 

The fan loving Fat tells an interesting 
story of one man at SJcagway who ia 
making a fortune by selling a mule. 
This ease-loving animal in question will 
go all right ou the level but will not 
climb. This fact, however, cannot bo 
told by bis teeth and so he sells readily.

J. C. Byrne, formerly proprietor of the 
Hotel Victoria, and one of the Bohnsen- 
Conlin party leaving iiere for the Klon- 
dyke on the 11 rst trip of the Islander, waa a 
passenger home on that steamer Sunday. 
Since hia arrival he has heard innumer- 
able stories about hia party — about their 
(lisbaudirient and about sickness over- 
taking several of their number. These 
reports ho wishes to contradict in their 
entirety as being groundless and tending 
to create uneasiness where none should 
prevail, His own return was for no 
other reason than business, the nature 
of which he ia not now prepared to speak 
more than to say that it will probably 
require bis immediate return to Skag- 
way. 

lie left his party at Porcupine stream 
about 10 miles from the coast, all well 
and making fair progress. This was a 
week ago on Thursday last, and on Fri- 
day following hia party reached the foot 
of the siiniinit. Mr. Byrne, before mak 
ing a start for home, made a trip of ex- 
ploration up the summit, and found 
trail, to use his words, " in a horrible 
condition." He estimates there are 
between live and seven thousand people 
on their way into the Yukon— an esti 
mate not extravagant, he believes, in 
consideration of what be had seen, and 
the fact that within ten days fourteen 
steamers, all loaded with gold hunters 
arrived at Skagway 

Of this large crowd Mr. Byrne thinks 
not more than five per cent, will reach 
the Klondyke. The pass is blocked now. 
and travel through it is very slow and 
tedious. So packed is it that Mr. Byrne 
on hia return from the mountain top 
had to stand for three hours in one spot, 
unable to proceed. The Richardson 
party Mr. Byrae reports having 
reached the lake, as alao the 
Speed party, the Spencer party, 
J. Baker and party, and in general most 
VicloriauB who got early atarta. These 
were provided with horsea, and unlike 
hundreds, even tliouaauds, of Ameri 
cane, were not detained at Skagway 
through want of them. Those at the 
lake when Jlr. IJyrne left for home were 
giving tlieir aniinals a reat, in order to 
return with tlieiii for selling purpoaea. 
J. Baker and party made a start from 
Skagway a week ago laat Thursday, 
while Archie Gould looked forward to 
going up the mountain in a week from 
the time the Islander left, having been 
waiting for a pack train. 

Director Escolme, of the British Co 
lumbia Development Association, who 
cut out the White Pass and propose 
building a railway over it, was another 
paeaenger down by the Islander. Fle 
says : 

" Things are about as bad at the Pass 
aa tliey well can be, and there ia no 
present chance of their improving. The 
jicoplo are in a very unple.')sant frame of 
iniad and their disappointment has 
Soured tliciii. Thoro was an effort made 
to cut out the trail and a thousand people 
or more volunteered fur v,-orlc, but most 
of tlieia cimply made it an excuse to 
(juali on towani the euniiiiit. A very 
few honestly worked, and if the rest had 
done so conditions would have been 
greatly i m proved. 

" On behalf of uiy company I ofPered 
to put on as many men as could work, 
and cut the trail through in three days, 
so aa to greatly improve the road, and' in 
fact to pat it in good condition for jiack- 
ing, if the miners would unite in a peti- 
tion to the United States governmont 
asking permission for us to charge a toll. 
They refused thia, and of course I was 
not going to sjiend tliecompany'a money 
and gut nothing in return. 

" tjuite a number of the people will 
get over. TIiobb who get a move on 
them and push on courageouely will cer- 
tainly gut throuijh all right, but a lot of 
them know absolutely nothing aliout 
packing, and are heljiless. Many of 
them have given up all hope of getting 
over the puss, and are devoting their in- 
genuity to making money out of the 
others. By far the greater portion of 
those at the pass are unfit for the jour- 
ney, and in fact should never have 
started. 

" Some feeling has been caused by the 
exaction of $30 duty on every horse 
landed at Skagway from British Colum- 
bia to be used in packing. There has 
been some talk of collecting a duty on 
the recognized Canadian frontier upon 
all horsea from the United States— that 
is to Bay, on horses employed in paekini^ 
— but J hardly think tliis will be done, 
aa it would intensify the bad fueling now' 
existing, and might lead to trouble," 

A. II. Johnston, of Kannimo, who 
made the round trip on the Islander, 
aaya that on a trip up the Skagway trail 
he counted no fewer than twenty-SBven 
dead horses within a difitjibce of one 
mile, all of which had been killed on the 
way. There were but forty-one horaea 



80 that the crowded conditions were not 
so bad there aa over the White Paaa. 

Capt. Lee, R.A., of the London Chron- 
icle, takes an especially gloomy view of 
the situation, anti holds that the trana- 
portation companies who are carrying 
the hundreds north, will be morally re- 
sponsible for many deaths among the 
pilgrims. The Klondyke, he says, has 
been over-boomed, and tlie trails leading 
thither will by spring bo marked with 
skeletons. His opinion ia that the rush 
should have been checked' rather than 
encouraged, and that endloas suffering 
will reaalt DecBDse it was not.' 



PEACE AND HARMONY SECURED. 

" Bristol -Eugene " Passengers Arrive at a 
Settlement of Their Grievances. 

The committee appointed on Saturday 
night by the Briatol-Eugeno pasaengera, 
■net several times on Sunday and yester- 
day. To a stranger who happed to viait 
the Victoria hotel on Sunday the appear- 
ances would have been aufUcient to war- 
rant the conclusion that the "agitating 
committee" of a big industrial 
strike was in SBEaion, Little knots cf 
indignant rcen, attired in thestrikingand 
occasionally picturesque style which in 
these days proclaims the proapective 
Klondykeiau stood around exchanging 
their different versions of the trouble. 
Upstairs in the parlor, eight aerioua and 
determined men, the committee in 
whose hands had been entrusted the 
settlement of the matters in dispute, 
held solemn conclave. As was stated in 
Sunday's C01.OKIST, the grievances 
sought to be adjusted consisted 
in the main of the delay and 
expense caused by the non-arrival of the 
Bristol. At the adjournment of the 
afternoon session of tlio committee Mr. 
Maguire and Mr. K. B. McFarland of the 
Alaska Transportation A Trading Co., 
undertook to gut Messrs. Davidge c'c Co. 
to charter another boat to replace the 
Bristol, or at least to go up and meet 
her, but the news being received that 
the eagerly looked for vessel had been 
sighted, and would be in port within a 
few houra, rendered thia step unneces- 
sary. 

Messrs. Maguire and McFarland, who 
met the committee with the greatest 
possible fairneas on all points, promised 
that although they could not provide 
meals on the Eugene, there waa little 
doubt that those who were not in a posi- 
tion to pay their board on the river 
would be able to cook their own food on 
board. And in one particularly hard 
case, where one of the men was abso- 
lutely destitute, it was promised that 
employment would in all likelihood be 
jirovided, to enable him to procure his 
meals. 

After very nearly every possible cause 
of dispute had been thoroughly can- 
vassed between the committee and 
Messrs. Maguire and McFarland on 
Sunday evening, it seemed as though 
the dove of peace had descended with 
outstretched wings upon the discon- 
tented miners who, on Saturday evening 
were breathing vengeance against 
everyone who was in anyway con- 
nected with the Bristol enterjirise. Thia 
happy reault waa acldeved by the fair- 
ness with which Mesars. Maguire and 
McFarland met all demands, and in no 
small measure by the reasonableness 
with which those demands were pre- 
sented by the com>mittee, to whom all 
credit is due for the good sense which 
evinced itself in their conduct of the ne- 
gotiations. 

But on Monday morning another 
storm began to brew. And this lime it 
was all about a piano. One of the jias- 
aengera intending to provide entertain- 
ment on the boat had aaked the company 
for free transportation for the piano, 
which waa promised him. It is said 
tliat the fact of the likelihood of their 
beini: muaic on board had been exten- 
sively advertised in t he eaat aa a special 
attraction, and, thurefore, when the 
rumor gained ground that the 
owner of the piano would have 
to pay freight on the inatrumeut, great 
was the indignation. '' Why," said one, 
"at ten cents a pound that would be 
aa much as the piano is worth," a re- 
mark which perhaps fortunately for the 
speaker was not overheard by the owner 
thereof. Bat even this difficulty, which 
had arisen owing to a misunderstanding, 
was settled, and the passengers will be 
able to enjoy the strain of music to their 
heart's content. It is to be hoped they 
will not have reason to wish ere they 
reach their journey'a end that the piano 
tiad been left behind. 

The following resolutions, adopted at 
a meeting yesterday, speak for them- 
selves. 

" At a meeting called for the object of 
forming an association tor the [lurpoaeof 
protecting and maintaining law and or- 
der amongst the passengers for Dawson 
City by the steamers Bristol and I'higene, 
the following, recommended by the com- 
mittee on roaolutione, were adopted : 

" Whereas we are now about to enter 
a new, unexplored and almost uninhab- 
ited country which in many respects is 
devoid of the ordinary machinery of law, 
and self-preservation continuing to be 
the flrat law of nature; and whereas in 
the opening of new countries similar 
organizations have existed for the pur- 
poses herein mentioned, therefore be it 
resolved : 

" I. That this association shall be 
nown aa a Prospectors Protective Asso- 
ciation. 

2. Wo hereby pledge ourselves to 
conform strictly to the hnvs of the United 
States and tlioae of the Dominion of 
Canada, and to yield at all times to the 

unctions of auch governments so long 
as we may remain under the protection 
of the same. 

3. IVhereas, certain grievances ap- 
pear to exist between the purchasers of 
tickets on the steamers Bristol and 
Eugene, and the charterers oi those 
boats, we pledge ourselves to use all 
honorable means to procure an adjust- 
ment and settlement of these differences 
that each and every person so interested 
may receive just and ecjuitable treat- 
ment to tlie end that fair dealing may 
')u granted tlitni. 

i. We further desire to express our 
thanks and appreciation for thunuiuerouo 
courtesies extended to uaby the residen.fc 
American Consul and the citizens sf 
Victoria generally." Certified correct.

THE BAKEE'S DOZEI^. 

TWO ACGOUNTa GIviNG '-THE ORIGIn 
OF THE' PHRASE.'' ' 



Ono of Them Is Dljmppolntlusrly Prosaic. 
Tlio Other Has Kuoucfi of tho Pupor. 
atitious In It to Coinmeud It— Jnn I'le- 
tcrsen, tho Liuker, and tho Old Woman. 

Ev>>rybody knows that 13 is u 
"balccr's dozen," but everybody docs 
not know why. Tlie origin of the plinust? 
"baker's dozen" ia coounoxily attrib- 
■Qted to a onstom.that pre'vaited nmoug 
British baker.s iu tlio dnys wheu .severe 
pcimlties wero iuflictcd upon tradesmen 
who choateil tlaeir cnstomcra ■with short 
■n'oigbt or sliort measnre. A dozen onkos 
or rolls or loaves inieht easily fall Bhort 
of tlio stuntlard •weight, so in order to 
Kiiard themselves against tho ri.sk of iii- 
udvcrteiitly incurring tlio iieiinllicH of 
tho .short weight statutes, without. cjoiiig 
to tho trouble of weighing overytliiuf; 
they .sold, as a make weiKht. to every 
do/.cu oakea, or rolls, or loaTea doliver- 
cd to a customer. This explanation is 
uu.suti.sfactory. It is diRappoiiitiiigly 
pro.saic, and it utterly fail.s to account 
for tlio fact that tho "baker's dozen" is 
also conamonly known aa the "dovil's 
dozen. " 

A better explanation i.s to bo found 
in a legend that give.s tlio phrtiso an 
American origin. It is not wholly de- 
void of picturosquoness. It suggests tho 
reason why "baker's dozen" and "dev- 
il's dozen" are Bynonyms, and it carries 
rather u good moral with it. 

The Ktory is somewhat as follows: In 
tho middle of tho eovcntcenth century 
tho ino.st famous baker in thci New 
Ncthorhmds was Jan Pictersun, who 
had como to Fort Orange from Amster- 
dam and was tho first man in tho now 
world to make tho.su flat, oblong, orna- 
uuiitally statu jjpd, with (\-traway seed 
liberully bcsjirinkled, ci-i.=p, toothsome 
cmildes, familiar in tlio days boforo all 
the old Dutch cu.stonis sank into disuse 
under tho uamoof "New Year's cakes." 
Pioterseu was a jnat man, bat hia jna- 
tico was never tempered with liberality. 
Witli him It dozen was u dozen, neither 
more nor les.s; also a pennyworth was 
worth a penny, and ho narted with no 
pennyworth of his save iu cousideiation 
of a penny had and received in ex- 
chuuge. 

On tho night of Dec. 81, 1668, Jan 
Pietersou sat iu his shop, well stocked 
witli New Year's cakes provided for the 
C5]K'cti'd deuiaiul of tho inorroWj when 
a little old woman, bearing all tho 
ludrks of age and poverty that iu those 
days marked women out as witches, cu- 
teri'd, demaiuliiig a dozen New Year's 
cookies. Pietersou ciirefully counted otit 
rJ ciike.s. "Here are but 1:2. I want a 
(Iczi'ii, " rouiotistrated his customer, 
"'i'wclvc, i.s a du/.oii, " said Jan. "On 
New Year's eve, between rich ami poor, 
l.'J is a dozen," shrilly insisted his 
(lucer customer. "GivoniolS. " But 
Pieterscii would not. IIo tir^ued that 
uoliody over lieartl tlio likt^; tlutt tit all 
tinges and on all occasions a dozen was a 
dos^n. Finally, finding argument of no 
avail against, the beldame's persist - 
eiief, he tnld her to go to "dor tuyfel" 
for the extra cooky. Probably tho old 
woman took his advico, for sho loft the 
shop, iind from tliaJ ingtant Pietersen 
found himself pnrsu«(3 by sonio super- 
iintnral and malevolent power. All his 
Ktnv Yuiir's eakes turned stain and 
muiily licfiirL' nuirning, ho lost his sldll 
as ;i baker, all his dough was so light 
tliat it Hew uj) the chimney or so heavy 
that it fell through the oven, his jour- 
neymen robbed him. his wife developed 
a critical disposition and a tongue hung 
in the middle, his children went wild, 
and histradu went elsewhere. Fow men 
could havu fought again.st such a com- 
bination of inisfortnues, but Pioterseu 
had money laid by, anti Pietersen w:is 
the most obstiuato tmd phlcfjniatie of 
Dulchmrii. So hn kept hi.s shop open 
though iKibody canio to buy, aud the 
scant, ill inado and ill baked stock he 
was ablo to provide for it molded on 
his hands. 

During three years, on each sncces- 
sivo New Year's eve, tho old woman 
rcappeareil in .Tan Pietersen 's mcltiii- 
chnly .^h(ip, ilemaiiding the, thirteenth 
(■i;oky. Each time she was sent anew to 
the devil. Jan Pietersen was no fool. 
Ho could SCO as far into a millstouo as 
any man in the N^'^v Netlierhuuls, Al- 
iiic-t from t!ie fiiM Iil biui liern con- 
viiiri'd cf the coiiiicet ioii between lii.'- 
refii.'-al lo coiinr l^! to tho dozen aud his 
misfortunes. But he would not violate 
hi.-i lifo creed : "A dozen is a dozen. A 
man has done his whole duty toward 
God and toward his neighbor wheu he 
has kept strictly lo tlie letter of the 
law." lint at last, when his savingH 
W(d(^ all gone, he liroko down and up- 
ppuled to St. Nicholas to htdp him. In- 
stantly tho venerable guardian of all 
gtuii! 1 InlJaiiders apiieaii'd. Thti siiint 
slnnly relaiked the tn'iiibling linker for 
llie hard nan-owiK Ss and Si If righteous- 
ness that had given the foul fiend iiow- 
cr liver him, admonished him to be 
more careful iu tho future, tmd con- 
cluded by promising him one more 
chance to redeem himself. The saint de- 
parted. In walked tlio old woman with 
her demand for tho extra cooky to make 
up her dozen. It was handed to her, 
and sho vanished, crying: "The spell 
is broken; from this time on 18 is a 
dozen." Jan Pioterseu never forgot his 
lesson. 'J'hrotigh a long aud prosperous 
career ho alwayn gave 13 to tho dozen 
and ascribed his success to that prac- 
tieo. So hia custom became tho custom 
of his trade, and 18 was tho "baker's 
dozen." — Rochester Democrat and 
Chronicle.

OUR BIG BUILDINGS. 

'TOV Them Wo ll.-.ve No Architcc-tnrii! 
Tradition lo Guide Ub. 

To tako tho 20 story steel frr.mt 
building and think it out for itself is tc 
begin with that building of Chicago ii; 
which tbe panola between tho uiiright? 
of the steel frame are filled with tliii 
iron, just as they might have been fiUeo 
with pa.ste board or leather. Such a 
building has no walls. 'Xho spaces be- 
tween the oonatmotional nprighta and 
horizontals are ainiply filled, partly 
with glass, partly with an opaque 
Bcroen. That is tho logical beginning ol 
the now traditiou, and if the desiguerf 
will take that np and work ut it, they 
may, in tho couisa of tho century, de- 
velop a now style of architecture. Thert 
i.s little chance, apparently, of that be- 
ing done. Instead of that, each dcsignci 
is applying to his own tall building tht 
forma which he finds in books or ;if 
used in his own practice on buildingt 
of n far different character, theae previ- 
ous buildings having been designed 
thomsolvoa by reference to books rather 
than under tho sway of tradition. 

In short, no man can say that ho hiit 
learned of his predecessors any safe aud 
certain way of going at his work, aud 
tho consequence is that those cpnditiouf 
under which alone can the design oi 
any building ho made snooessfnl are 
wanting. Since the world began nc 
man has ever designed a good building' 
iitjlependently of tradition. It is as cer- 
tain that no man ever will do so as it 
is certain that no man will build a good, 
swift, largo freight carrying ship with- 
out having consulted the Hues of othei 
ships not quite so highly developed.— 
"The Field of Art" iu Soribner's.

The C.P.N, steamer Islander, which 
returned to port on Sunday, reporta the 
latest and most aerloUB ac:cident thB";^' 
has occurred since th« ruBh^ tq |.Jjq 
Northy.-eaMKtt goldfleWa conjBiencfed. A 
party of British Columbl* and Seattle 
treasure seekers had tried the pass from 
Skagway, attd after Batisfying them- 
selves that the trip to the upper Yukon 
might be made thi-a fall, had uent 
pioneers before them to build boats at 
the lakes tvhlle they tbemaelvea paid a 
visit to Juneau to complete their outfita. 

They were returning from the Alaskan 
metropolis in, a large Columbia river 
fishing boa,t — a very suitable craft had it 
heen pro;jerly handled — and had reached 
Berner'a Bay, at a point about sis miles 
above Seward City, when a iiea\y blow 
arose, increasing in violence inoment- 
arily. No one ot the party of eight was 
an experienced sailor ; the little craft as 
a conseauenco was soon capsized, and 
the entire party found themselves etrug 
gling for life iu tbo icy watcra ol the 
giacier-fed bay. 

All mauaj^ed to Bcramble upon the 
overturned boat where, chilled antl ex 
hausted, theyclunp; for life. 

It was three o'clock in the morning 
when the catastrophe occurred, and it 
waa not antil nine that tlie smoke of the 
Islander was seen by the surving mem 
bers of the little company — only half of 
the original eight having had the 
strength and courage sufficient to with 
stand the cold and the intense abaio up- 
on the muscles. 

One by one the others had felt that 
terrible drowsy feeling creeping over 
them, or either silently or with a hoarBe 
ly whispered word of farewell to their 
companions, had slipped into the deep 
water of the bay. 

The Islander's commander. Captain 
John Irving, was quick to realize the 
situation and respond — had be not been 
there would have been tsvo lesB among 
the survivors, lor A. McMurdo, of Na 
naimo, and Frederick Brown, of Juneau, 
gave up the fight just as the relief boat 
came alongside their overturned craft, 
and the rescue crew were barely able to 
snatch them ere they joined their dead 
companions. 

Dudgeon, of Xanaimo, and Grigguiie, 
of Jnneau, were the t)ther two saved. 
The lost were : 

James Armstrong, of Seattle: 

Thomas Trevclyn, of Nanaimo; 

William McDonald, ol Nanaimo, and 

Hector McLean, of Nanaimo. 

The three Xanaiinoites were all well 
known miners, wlio had left home and 
friends to seek fortune at Klondyke 
One of the number actually went so far, 
according to report, as to mortgage tlie 
home thtit meant years of toil in the col 
liery, in order to take his Chances among 
tliose who are looking to the upper 
Yukon for wealth. 

The rescued party received the beat of 
treatment at thehandaof Captain Irving 
and his ofHcers, and were left at Juneau, 
where with medical attention and care 
ful nursing it is believed that they will 
fully recover.

On the Silver Tip, a prop- 
erty which is largely owned and con- 
trolled from Vancouver, three shifts 
are beioK worked and the eliaft 
is in 180 feet, the showing being 
good. On the Van Anda twenty-live 
men are constantly employed, while on 
the Raven fifteen are engaged in devel- 
opment work. The assessment work 
which is being done on the island ia re- 
sulting every day in the confirmation of 
the highest expectations which have 
been entertained as to the miueral 
wealth of Texada. 

The hotel which ia being ei-ected by 
the owner of the townsite, Mr. J. J, 
Palmer, ia -i^ow very nearly completed 
and ia a substantial frame building of 
eeventeen rooms, which will provide 
much needed accommodation for the 
many visitors who are constantly arriv- 
ing from various points to view the 
island, and of whom Mr. Blewitt saya a 
large proportion are capitalists or repre- 
sent capital. 

Amongst the recent shipments made 
from the Tan Anda was a small one of 
31 touB sent aa a sample of the output, 
not ot the best of the ore, but practically 
made up of everything which is coming 
out of the mine. Mr. W. Pellew Harvey 
of Vancouver, treated this shipment and 
the returns show a result of ifi? to the 
ton. Aa the quantity now ready for 
shipment is about 3,000 tone, and the

York city.

THE BY-LAW DEFEATED 



Proposal to Spend a Hundred Tbon- 
gaud rollars on Street Improve- 
ments is Befnsed. 



Property Solders By a Majority of 
Over Fonr Hundred Give Tbeir 
Verdict. 



"I'm afraid we'll have to wait to give 
Victoria her proper place among the 
citieiof the Northwest, until a new and 

more up-to-date generation takes com- 
mand. 

This was the only comment Mayor 
Redlern waa herd to make when the fate 
of the " good-roads " loan by-law waa 
made known yesterday. 

For the by-law had been utterly de- 
feated, and the polling booths had been 
frequented all the day by men who ael- 
dom are seen upon the streets now, and 
the majority of whom leaned heavily 
upon canes. 

It was a victory for the Good Boada 
workers only in that it induced a larzer 
vote than baa ever before been recor ded 
at a by-law decision in this city. Men 
turned out to vote who have dropped 
years ago from the daily lif^ of the city. 
The aldermen were divided and several 
ol them worked hard in ofipoBition, 
Everywhere, the cry of " no increased 
taxation," was raised, mingled with the 
reiterated assertion that " if the bicy- 
cliata want better roads they sliouhl be 
taxed to build them." 

This intrusion of the " wheelmen " aa 
the old timers conaidered it proved fatal. 
The case was not given fair considera- 
tion. The bicycle iiad excited boetility 
among thoee who do not ride — and the 
fate of the by-law was sealed, " on gen- 
eral principles" and with scarcely the 
tribute ol consideration from a very 
largo number who voted against it. 

.Another eection of the oppoaition to 
the by-law developed among the rigid 
economy party who, until hard timea 
are no more, propose to vote against any 
and all proposals for additional expen- 
diture — no matter what the object is in 
view. 

Between these several rocks of antag- 
onism the by-law had no chance ol get- 
ting through, The only question was 
how great a majority would be polled 
against it. And tbla tbe appended aum- 
mary shows ;
